Detective Zimmerman ;',' Suddenly
Blinded by His Captive,

A SWIFT SPRINT FOR FREEDOM,

Ilundreds of Spectators Join in the Pursuit
of the Fugitive,

FINALLY RUN DOWN ON BOTD'S HILL

The whole uoper end of the downiown
district was wild with excitement yesterday
s’ternoon over the escape of a prisoner from
the county jail.  The escape was neatly
cartied out, but freedom was only gained

v ashort time.  After a desperate chase
was  captured, The affair
cansed a stampede in one of the courtrooms
wlien a shot right under the windows caused
evorvhodvy to rush to see what had hap-
ypened. Five hundred others heard the shot
and ran to the rear of the Court House. As
wany more soon followed. All they eould
seo was the figure of a fleeing mon and a
detective chasing him. Hundreds of others
followed, and soon over a thoussnd people
had joined in the chase,

The prisoner was Harry M. Kelly and
he pursuer was Detective Fred Zimmer-
man, of the Allegheny City force. Kelly
it 1 siick young man about 25 vears of age,
and lived st 64 River nvenue, Allegheny.
A serions charge had been preferred against
him by Mrs Sadie Abbot iaﬁmlf of her
daughier, who is only 15 ve old, BEne
lives at 135 Locust sireet, Allegheny.

Didn’t Want o Go to Jall

The charge had been made before Alder-
man MeNulty, and Kelly was arrested rev-
eral days apo and placed in jail to await a
hearing. Yesterdayv Detective Zimmerman
took him to Aliecheny for a hearing. His
case was partially heard, but at the request
of Kelly's counsel the ease was adjourned
until Thursduy and the bajl fixed at $1,500.

The young fellow pleaded hard with
Detective Zimmerman not to take him back
tn jail, He said he would be able to give
bail it he only had & chance. The deteesive
consented and took him to half & dozen
pluces in Manchester, but he was not able
to find anyone who would trust him to that

extent. The detective then brought him
over to Pittshurg, but neglected the precau-
tion 1o put the handeuffs on him.

All weut well uniil the pair srrived
at the entranee %0 the jail on Ross street.
There are = few steps leading down to the
jail entrance. Zimmerman had taken the
tirst step down when Kelly suddenly turned
and threw a handfnl of white powder in the
detective's face. His intention was to blind
him, but the powder only struck his left
eve,

The

faet is it got it from both sides,

The history of the police magistrate
squabble is & queer one, and shows how in

politics it makes a difference who
is to eat the hay in the man-
er. Daring Wyman's administration both

e and the Honter faction favored the move
while the reformers bitterly opposed it
Finallv fate shook the ballot boxes and the
relormers wereon top. Then came the
sitnation of & few weeks ago with
the reformers howling for magistrates and
the Hunter faction oppcsed because their
men now stand no show of getting the
positions. But time wore on until it be-
came threadbare, and an ordinance was pre-
pared giving the five magistrates an
aggresate salary of sbout $3,000 a
year, the one in the central distriet to re-
ceive §1,200 per annum. Again the Hunter
faction opposed, but to mo avail, and the
thing was eut and dried until Mayor Ken-
nedy developed a few additional economic
idens. He succeeded in having the ordi-
nanee cut to fit his ideas, which were
$1,200 a year for the man at Central
station and 8§25 a vear for the others.
That was the last straw, and Dow
the reformers have turned on their own
measure. They want police magistrates,
but not st the Mayor's price, and so they
havre joined hands with the Hunter people
to fight the move unless it is altered to suit
their tastes

They sup-
posed she had gone to visit relatives some-
where in Ohio, or possibly to find her lover,
who had left the city ashort time previousiy.
The William Gibson, whose card was in her
pocket, is thought to be her lover.

The girl had worked in Armstrong’s cork
factory, but having lost her place became
despondent and talked of drowning herself.
Her family are satisfied she committed sui-
cide, and the Coroner's jury reached that
verdict. The remains will be baried in
Allegheny Cemetery to-day.

Sweet-Faced Women Patiently Sit
in Rain and Chilly Blast

COLLECTING FOR THE HOSPITALS,

Contributions Almost Double the Amount
of Last Year.

TWO0 SWINDLERS PLAY A SHARP GAME

Hospital Saturday was observed in Pitts-
burg and Allegheny yesterday with re-
ligions zeal. Disagreeable weather did not
discourage the kindly women. Lowering
clouds and a biting wind that chilled to the
very marrow did not stay that noble band
of philanthropista who, once & year, take
their stand at some prominent street corner,
and, with a sign upon which is printed their
mission, wait patiently for sweet charity to
reward them.

From £ o’clock yesterday morning until
after 8 o'clock last night the women of the
Heospital Association distributed about
the two cities, sat like saints waiting for
means to relieve the distress of others. At
many points the women sat in pairs and
while they chatted of their work and its
results, the newsboy with his hard earoed
penny and the banker and merchant with
their erisp bills came tozether to contribute
each his mite for the good of the good cause.
Each woman or eouple of women are sup-
plied with a small box and whea they quit
the field last night each box was liberally
lined with eash. The ladies had taced a
rain storm that had almost frozen them and
they enjoyed a wave of sincere charity that
warmed them to the hearts.

Offerings From the School Chilaren.

On Friday the school children sent their
oferings to the Hospital Associstion. Each
school in the two cities sent a donation, the
efforts of the children. A number of lodges
sent in contributions A contribution box
was located at each engine house in the two
cities, and from this sonrce quite a sum was
realized. Each police station in the two
cities was supplied with a box and from
this direction considerable money was sent
in, To-day the Sunday schools and
churches will contribute to the fund which
will really make three days of active work
in collecting money for this cause.

All the reports of vesterday’s work were
not handed in Inst nigit, but the managers
of the associntion were entirely satisfied
with the duy’s work and in the delight over
their success they forgot the distress at-
tending their exposure and thoughs only of
the suffering and misery they would relieve
with the money that had been contributed.
The shower of gold that had fallen to them
slowly but constantly all day had cheered
them and each went to her separate home
Iast night with ker benevolent face veiled
with sublime content that beamed out like
& ray of warm sunshine.

Interest in the Charity Growing.

The object of the Saturday and Sunday
Hospital Association is to encourage benev-
olent riits for hospital purposes. The as-
sociation has been established in all the
large cities in the country and in many of
the small towns In New York the asso-
ciation has been doing very good work
for about 13 vears, Considerable work was
done by the local organization last year, but
it is ealeulated that mueh more work will
he done this vear. Last year a little over
£3,000 was raised from sources and it is
thought that twice that amount will be con-
tributed this vear. The interest in the
organization this year was considerably
awakened by the Mayors of the two cities
issuing proclamations and asking that the
people generally contribute to the fund,

HAS NO EQUAL IN THE COUNTRY.

Pittsburg’s Handsome Residences and
Bright Newspapers

THE WONDER OF THE UNITED BTATES

During the indignation period consequent
to the recent triennial assessment several
gentlemen made the statement tnat high
city taxes would stop the erection of fine
residence buildings witbin the city limits
and compel those who contemplate the
erection of such to look for sites im the
suburbs, But more recent developments
fai} to support this statement

Instead of diminishing inquires after
large residence grounds in the choice seo-
tions of the city seem to be growing every
day, and bona fide purchases are being
made, the purchasers in most cases declar-
ing their intention to erect palatial homes
for their own families. Munny of these are
Allegheny men who have become tired of
that city for s variety of reasons, and feel-
ing satisfied that the TEast End
is and will continue to be the residence
quarter of Pittsburg, have decided they
could do no better than to enjoy & home
amid its comforts, conveniences and natural
attractions.

Bullding Palaces for Homes

Among the recent purchases by Alle-
gheny men reported is that of William G.
Parke, who within a few days paid $100,000
tor the residence and grounds of Ansron
French, at Penn and Linden avenues, and,
it is said, will tear down the old building

and erect in its place a magnifi-
cent residence. J. G.  Stephen-
son  purchased & residence  place

on Penn avenue, near to the French prop-
erty, for £40,000. A number of Pittsburg
men have aleo booght in this favored sec-
tion receutly. John B. Jackaon paid $50,000
for a tract adjoining the Frenmch property
on Penn aveuue, and proposes erecting &
home there; Albert Wli,lmn, the druggist,
paid $47,000 for a lot 176x800 feet at the
corner of Penn and Dallas avenues
and Henry Curry, of the Carnegie firm, has
closed a deal for the Burger property, on
Homewood avenue, for $48,000.

A large number of persons moved to the
E:st End from Allegheny as teuants this

ear, but ther are only tenantson trial and
if they like that locality many of them will
be owners of fine properties upon which
they will lavish thousands in improvements
inside of another year.

Prouil of His Own Town.

A, F, Keating bas been traveling about
among the lurge cities of the conntry s
good deal recently, and vesterday. in a con-
versation, compared this city with others
that he had visited. His remarks were in-
teresting:

“If there is any city in the country that
has a finer residence section than the East
End,” he said, **I would go a long distanee
tosee it. I have traveled around a good
deal lately and visited many cities, but
the more I got aronnd the better satisfied I
became with our owneity. Nowhere I have
been bave I seen handsomer streeta more
beantiful residence grounds, more elegant
residences or so many of themas one finds by
& ride over the traction, lines through the
East End. I don’t believe there is a eity in
the eonntry that can excel it.

*I have been agrecably surprised to note
the superiority of Pittsburg over othercities
in the matter of street cleaning. In New
York, Philadelphia and Baltimore the ap-
propriations for street cleaning are several
times larger than Pittsburg makes, yet I
found paved streets in the best parts of
those cities that you could not duplicate
anywhere in Pittsburg for dirt, and sll
their streets were much worse than ours
This was particularly true of New Yorkand
Baltimore, and the streets were not only
dirty but they were in a condition that
would not be tolerated here.

The Evelution of thn East End.

“The development of the East End has
been a wonder to me,"” econtinned Mr. Keat-
ing, “and I think Ed Bifelnw is entitled to
eredit for it fully as much as rapid transit,
Seven vears ago,when Mr. Bigelow assumed
controf of the East End, its population was
insignificant as compared with now, there
was not & sewer in it, there were onlya
half dozen paved sireets and it had the
largest death rate of any section of the
city. To-day it has an almost perfect sewer
system on nearly every street, there are
many miles of beautitul paved streets, it is
the healthiest part of the city, and the
population i as great if not greater than
any other section.

“All this hos been done without adding
1 cent to the city debt, in fact, the dabt has
been decreased $2,000.000 in that time. No
other city in the country has such a record.
Those who continually rail against the gov-
ernment of this city on account of alle
extravagance are certninly not posted.
carnot have given unbiased consideration
to the facts here as compared with
other cities. Pittsburg's debt was £15,000,-
000 et one time, and all but £14,500,000 of it
was entered into not by City Councils but
by vote of the pe ple. To-day our debt is
gmaller than in almost any other large city,
our tax rate is lower on the average gnd our
aity is developing as fast as any in the coun-
try, and & good deal faster than most of
them.

£ n Argument for Migh Taxes,

“If our taxes ure large in tle aggrezate it
only proves one thing that i have in my
experience. Whenever a city's taxesare
stiff there you find vigor and prosperity. It
eeldom fails and it nlipllel to other organi-
zations than cities, Take churches for in-

stance. Show me a churchthat has en-
dowments enough to keep it up without
taxation on its membership and I will show

you o slow, dragging useless congrezation.
A poor congregation with a big debt is al-
ways vigorous and suceessiul & same is
true of cities.

“Another thing T noticed, " concluded the
ex-Counc!lman, “was that Pittsburg’s news-
papers are better than in other cities I
used to think onr papers were dull here
sometimes, but take it all back now, I
spent two weeks in Philadelphia recently
and I made up my mind, after studying
closely the character of the best

ers in that eity, that Pittsbu
excelled them all timore, Boston an
VWashington were even worse than Phila-
delphia in the character and contents of
their papers.  On inquiring T learned that
in all these cities they employ more men on
their papers thun in Pittsbure, but for some
resson, which I caua't understand, their
labors are less satisfactory to the readers,
The people of those ecities appreciate this
fact, too, and speak highly of Pittsburg's
press.”

NEW ASYLUM NEEDED.

A State School for Feeble-Minded
Children Smggested to De

ERECTED AT OR NEAR PITTSBURG.

A Recommendsation to Be Presented to the
Next Iegislature

ONLY OXE NOW IS THE COMMONWEALTH

A movement is on foot here for the estab-
lishment of an additional State School for
fecble-minded children in Western Penn-
svlvania near Pittsburg. The State Medieal
Society adopted s resolution at its ses-
sion s few days ago indorsing the
project and sppointed a committes
to have the matter presented to the
Legislature and ask that the new school or
asylum be located pear Pittsburg so as to
take care of the large class of those un-
fortunates in this end of the State. One of
the gentlemen interested in the movement
eaid yesterday that Senators John Neeh
and William Flinn were to ba asked to lock
after the matter.

Dr. Kerins, who was the anthor of the
resolution in the State Medical Society, is
Superintendent of the Elwin Asylum and
School for feebleminded children at Elwin,
Delaware eounty.

The Only Ono in thy Stata,

This is the only sehool of the kind in the
State and is located 15 miles from Phils-
delphin. On the 1st of October, last year,
there were 855 inmates, while there is not
accommodations for near that number.
Of this number 525 are boys and
332 are girla At this institution
there is one main building where all the
pupils are quartered and that there ars
three school buildings for the three different
grades into which the school is divided
according (o intellizence.

It is intenided to build the new school on
about the same plan, and the buildings will
cost in the neighborhood of $230,000, exclu-
sive of the gronnd. The trouble with the
Elwin School is that besides being a State
institution it is supported by private
patiepnts and subseriptions so that cﬂi[dnn
from anywhere can be aidmitted. The idea
of the new school is to make it exclusively
a State institution, but to receive pay pa-
tients from this Siate only.

Candidates for Admission in Plttabarg.

When Chiet Elliot was asked for liis views
on the subject yesterday he said: “The id-a
is n good one and should be
carried out. Dr. Kerins is a brizht
man, and knows what he is talking about.
His school is badly overerowded, and some-
thing will have to be done very soon to re-
lieve that institution. The school ought
to be located near here in order to
take  care of the biz number
of children of that kind here. We already
have s number of feeble-minded children
from this city that wure supported by
this department. There are others that
should be there, but we are unable
to gain admission for them owing to the
overerowded condition of the school at
Elwin. There arealso many such ehildren
wandering at larze upon the stieets who
ought to he placed in  such  an
institution to tench them ecleanlivess, if for
nothing eize. There are a'so alarze num-

ber of children in the school from
this zeetion that are paid for pri-
vately. Such a school will lave

to be built as soon as it is possible to get
the measures through the Legizlature, and it
onght to be as near Pittshurg as possible,
as this is a central point awl the eost of
sending children hera will be le<s than at
almost any other point in Western Peun-
sylvania'
